Treasury, David F. Houston, in a 
recent 
address 
sends 
a 
warning

ing economic questions, defends the 
reserve

prices are too high. As a partial 
remedy he recommends a modifica­ 
tion of the taxing plan. 
"Now that the w'ar is over and 
the United States has come out of 
it victoriously," the Secretary said, 
"there are those who believe that 
the United States will be able to 
maintain a position in the world, 
but 
at 
the 
same time 
be 
apart 
from it. 
"This is idle talk, for there are 
entanglements which are necessary 
to national life. W hat w'e must do 
is to control those entanglements so 
as to prevent w'ar. 
“At 
present we are neither at 
w'ar nor at peace, and w'hile the 
situation here in our own country 
is better than it is in Continental 
Europe, 
and 
while 
the 
American 
Government 
has stood 
the strain 
and 
must 
have 
the 
co-operation 
of business men and bankers if we 
are to shoulder these great burdens 
as we have done since the war be­ 
gan. 
"There is the tendency on the 
part of many to criticise the Feder­ 
al Reserve system. But I want to 
assure you that this criticism is un­ 
founded. No politics have entered 
into the operation of the Federal 
Reserve system at Washington, and 
I have taken the firm stand that, 
with my consent, no politics will 
ever affect this system. The treasury 
department and the federal reserve 
system have enough 
burdens 
to 
bear without unfair criticism, and it 


is because of these burdens that 
co-operation is needed. 
"This 
country, 
financially, 
will 
probably never 
return

war condition. T hat is economically 
^impossible 
but

efforts to get back to norm al as 
near as possible. Prices are ^igh 
and for many reasons. Principally, 
I may say, because of the increased

cases,

prices ought to come down, and 
they will come down but don’t ex­ 
pect this downward movement to 
begin im m ediately.

"should be modified and simplified. 
Under the present law' the Treasury 
Department can not make a final

with 
the taxpayers. 
It 
would be better for the treasury to 
lose a little money occasionally than 
to disrupt business." 
The excess profits tax, he said 
should 
be modified or simplified, 
and if necessary, abolished. "It hits 
some 
profiteers," 
he 
explained, 
but it has many disadvantages. It 
depends too much on mere acci­

though often it works spasmodical­ 
ly and unjustly. However, it would 
not do to abolish it without a sub­ 


stitute, but I am by no m eans in 
favor of all

Two such centers have been es­ 
tablished in Okmulgee county, and 
with gratifying success. These cen­ 
ters are schools as 
well 
for the 
teaching of th** foreign elem ent the 
English language and the instilla­ 
tion, as nearly as possible, of the 
fundamental ideas in American civil 
I l k 
Rev, McKrlight a year ago estab­ 
lished a Sunday school ambrig the 
foreign population of Krebs, and to­ 
day the school has outgrown its old 
quarters and must have larger ones. 
It . has the largest attendance, it is 
said, of any Sunday school in that 
city, and an unusually keen interest. 
Of equal, if not greater im nof- 
tance, is the work being dbiie by 
Mr. 
McKnight in the teaching of 
sanitation 
and
